KVIDCNCE. 
Aaot'T eight month, ago we allowed cauie 
why wc looked upoD thi practice of our 
Courta of Jiueice, id requiring juriea to 
be uoanimooi in their verdict., a. a prac- 
tice ht oooe unreiaoDabit, cruel, lad un- 
moral ■ uatVUODAble, uerUflM it taxed 
men'a minda hejond their aeerage 
power 1 ; cruel, becanae it exposed jurort 
to unntcenary tuiferingi; and immoral, 
becauae in pu nulling the conacientioui 
juror md rewarding the utticrupuhiuj, it 
encouraged tha ricej of equivoeation, 
ftltehood, and perjury. 

W* have aow to urate the attention of 
mu readci to the earn* xubjecl under 
another atpett ; Iht w*y in whieh the 
practice i a aggravated by the applicatioD 
of the rule* of evidence. 

Everybody know* that each member of 
a jury aween that be will "well and 
truly try " the cage before him, - accord- 
ing to the evidence f and that il ia the 
every day ntxuje of th* bench, in addre.a- 
ing jnriaa, to caution them agaioal per- 
mitting their minda to he laflueoced by 
anything they may have heard out of 
doora, or by any opinion, they may hart 
formed, or imprenion* they may ban re- 
ceived, preriotialy lo their entering the 
box. They are reminded of their oath, 
and adjured ta make up their decision, 
literally and rigidly, according tu the 
eiide nee received by the Court. Tht 
admonition may Kimttime. bt needful 
and aaluury. In the aenie 111 which it 
would be uuderattwd by an intelligent 
and cooacieutiou. layman, (meaning by 
th* lens a mo who ta not a lawyer,) it 
may never be either quit* aredleaa or al- 
together u ao lea., The boat of ui, in the 
jury room a. tlatwhere, are prone lo wan- 
der, and can \» Hon* tha wr>r>* fur a well* 
timed caution. But in that part uf 
the admiaiitration of the luwa which 
de*olm upon juries, there ia not unfrr.- 
queotty a very broad distinction between 
the technical and the true, the letter and 
tht ipiril, the form and the auUiiac*. 
Aod to the mind of the ttAactiag by nun 
th* di.li nctmn it often H cleat aa .un- 
•hit)*, while to the pruruiionxl intellect 
it i* quit* iitviaib!*. Thii fact .uffl- 
cieotly aconaoO, in many inatancea, for 
the differeot cancluiuina lo which the 
bench and the jury -hoi arrive on the .am* 
ca*e. The learned peraooagt wbu pre- 
tide., win now a the evidence with liia pro- 
ftnional fan, rejecting a. chaff whalerer 
i* not technioaJly in point, and weighing 
the reiidnuin, grain by grain, in the 
nicely adjiutetl acal*. of Utaral law. The 
lifting of the jury ia not 10 iariidioa. , 
some of the particle* rejected in the lum- 
mingup tppagr to (beta to he toinnuoent 
partaoftbetrath; and in wriglimg the 
■itbaUnce of that which they deem 
eaaeottal to the c**e, liieir aUodard ia 
riot the troy of technical acrupuloiily, 
but the aTotrdnpoIa of cnntm.in aenae, atnj 
of jmlice between man and mm The 
reiulta of lb* two proceuei may Ci ere fore 
be fax from identical. Tha lirrl'e ounce, 
of the Judge rnif be .txtren ounce 1 with 
th* jury. The sot pr<.»e 0 of the uue 
party may ba that dittinctly proven of the 
other, Where the one will fed hound by 
hi* eonaclertee to acquit, thr other may 
feel equally bound by Liieir coiiecirncrB to 
com id. And when (lie Judge maybe 
wouder-tlrtick at the H tiding of the jury, 
lb* jnry may hare been full ax much 
wonder- >t; til-It at t|,e dircctiott of the 
Judge.
